Claim 1 is amended to use proper antecedent 
reference and use wording and structure consistent with U.S. patent law practice. Claims 2- 
13 are amended to use proper antecedent basis to Claim 1 and to use wording and structure 
consistent with U.S. patent law practice. Withdrawal of the rejection of Claims 1-13 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph is therefore respectfully requested.
